TAX LIMIT 


At the .Columbus meeting of county 


auditors and review board members it 
was voted to ask the Constitutional 
convention to incorporate the one cent 
tax limit in the organic law. That vote

the. key—Oakland Business College:"' 
Having received the degree of K. P., 
which means key-pounder, and not 
Knight of Pythias, Mr. Nixon returned 
to-_his native bailiwick, which 
was 


Newcastle, Placer county, Cal., 
and 


the local paper reported that "our tal- 
ented young "townsman, George Nixon, 
has., accepted a position as telegraph 
operator at the local office," and ad- 
ded, . "Hefe!s luck to you, George." 


As a disciple of Morse the 
future 


Senator was accurate and rapid, and 
received fair pay. Nixon didn't want 
to-remain a key. pounder however, and 
reports of big finds in Nevada led him 
to. quit his job and hike -for the desert, 
with his savings invested in 'a pros-, 
pector's outfit. After locating several 
claims that failed to pan out, he went' 
back to his old job to get another 
grab-stake. His second experience in 
mining was more successful, and, with 
stock-raising

Wisconsin is the second state to 


hold a presidential preference pri- 
mary, and the voters are going to the 
polls today'and give legal expression 
to their desires in-the matter of stan- 
dard bearers of their respective par- 
ties. 
« 


As a state which has long returned 


big Republican majorities, the senti- 
ment of the Wisconsin voters in re- 
gard to a leader for the national tick- 
et will doubtless have its effect in 
other states. 
During the last forty 


years the pluralities for-the Repub- 
lican candidates for president have 
ranged from 6,150 in 1876 to 156,057 
for Roosevelt in 1904. 


Wisconsin claims to be the birth- 


place of the modern Republican par- 
ty, although this distinction is de- 
nied by other States, and the party 
has as many alleged birthplaces as 
Homer. 
The facts of history favor 


Wisconsin, however, as early in 1854 
a meeting was called at Ripen to 
launch a new political organization. 
A; E. Bovay, one of the men interest- 
ed in the movement, suggested the 
name "Republican" but .this title was 
not formally adopted until the first 
State Convention had been held in 
Jackson, Mich., at which a new party 
called Republican.; had been formed, 
so that Michigan may claim to .have' 
been the first state in,which a real 
Republican organization existed. 


The Republican party waged Us 


first campaign in Wisconsin in 1855, 
and the result was so close that Coles 
Bashford, Republican, and William 
A. Barstow, Democrat, both claimed 
election as governor, and both were 
sworn in. 
The assembly recognized 


the Democrat as governor, but the 
Supreme court finally decided that he 
had been counted in upon fraudulent 
returns, and Coles Bashford was de- 
clared the rightful holder of the of- 
fice. 


No less than four presidential pref- 


erence primaries will be held dur- 
ing this month. Besides Wisconsin, 
Nebraska will -hold such an election 
on April 17, Oregon two days later, 
and Massachusetts on April 30. 
MEXICANS CELEBRATE TODAY. 


Mexicans are celebrating the forty- 


fifth anniversary of the taking of 
Puebla by the Republican troops un- 
der Gen. Diaz. 
The battle which 


wrested Puebla from the imperial 
army of Maximilian was a» full and 
complete victory for the Republican 
forces, after the imperial troops had 
held Puebla for nearly four years. 
This battle was the beginning o£ the 
end of the empire, for, heartened by 
their great victory, 
the troops of 


Diaz swept over all opposition, and it 
was not long until the ill fated Em- 
peror was captured at Queretare and 
.shot. The Mexicans have ever since 
observed the second of April as the 
anniversary of their deliverance from 
tht foreign invader.
